Paris, ."\larch 5.— The criminal ■iirancli 
of the court of cassation today granted 
the appeal of Alfred Dreyfus for a re- 
vision of his trial at llonnes. 

The court held that a suUlclent show- 
ing had hoeii made to -warrant a reopen- 
ing of the case and ordered a snivplemeii- 
tary investigaiiou for the purpoeo of es- 
tablishing all doubtful points wliicli 
hnvo been the basis for the present ap- 
plication to reopen the cade. The de- 
cision is another marked success lor 
Dreyfus. 

The decision was given at the close of 
the third days' iieariug. Comparatively 
little iiublic interest is being taken iu 
the sessions of the court, and the court- 
room was almost deserted. .Most of the 
<lny wa.s given to the address of .Maitro 
i.Mormuid, (Uie of i:)reyfus' counsel. He 
argued that the case against I>rcylnH 
was a tissue of inventions. He <'loseil 
with an eloiiuent appeal, saying that the 
honor of the army anci its olliei'rs de- 
manded the removal of the stain of this 
unjust conviction. 

Counsel referred to Dreyfus' great 
<iualities of heart autl exalted cliuractev 
and turned towards I.>aborl, the lawyer 
who defended Dreyfus nt Itenuea, n>i 
it making a personal appeal to have bis 
statements conlirined. . Thereupon !M. 
il.ab.>ri arose and loft tlie court room, 
causin;; a coiiimotiou.

bis iiiitag'ini.st as n liatlleship docs- over 
a loiuicdo boat.

slowly rose to his feet and looked sul- 
lenly at the dwarf •n'ho had disgraced 
li:m. 

Hut more w-onderfnl things were to 
coini'. The two took set grips, as in the 
nortli coiiutry st.vie or ( iraeco-UoniaH. 
Everybody inwardly pitiisl t'he little Hlin 
of a man wlio w-iis going to have bis 
spine made into a binge just in two hoc- 
onds. lint they bad to rub their eyes 
when they eaw the renowned wrestler 
collapse ns if struck by a live electric 
wire and go down like a felled ox, the 
.7aj> assisting him with studious polite- 
nct<s to fall with shoulders and hijis to 
the mat. Again the spectators marveled 
in silence. 

Then fierce ehouts burst from tho 
iiaclccrs of the (Jerman wrestler. It 
must be anaesthetics, some sort of 
'lirty work tliat prevented a man from 
using liis strength. TJie .Iapaiie.se al- 
lowed liimtelf to be striped almost 
nako'l, his ganneiits were pa.ssisl iiroiunl 
amongst the medical men; the.v were 
snhjectert to inicrDSCopic scrutiny and re- 
tiirneil with the admission that they 
were as cletiii and wholesnine as any 
garments ever worn by a gentleman. 
The Jupaneso rcfnsctl to put tliem on 
again. He buckled to his w-ork wearing 
only the jinciont gladiatorial cincture at 
the loiuK, so that all hi<i small but neat- 
ly compact ninscles could be seen fair- 
ly at play.

A Game at Los Angeles. 

The following Interesting account of the 
first match game of lacrosse played lu Lvis 
Angeles Is taken from the Los Auguloa 
Times of a recent date. The game Is of In- 
terest to Vlctorlims Inasmuch as Hedley 
Dwyer, an old Victoria boy, played third 
lionie for I.os Angeles. . ' 

Twenty-four barc-Ieggcd, bare-armed and, 
siaiitlly clad men tore around Prager park 
vesterday afternoon like a piicli of wild 
iadlaus aud showed 'Los jViigeles how to 
play lacrosse. Kunnlug and tumbling they 
went, dodging ami Jumping with the iilr 
tilled with dying caps and clashing sticks, 
the game was on. 

The black rubber ball, now here, now 
there, was llniilly U'dged In a little tent- 
Uke net at one end of the field, aud Los 
Angeles made her hist point toward llie 
ilefeat of Santa Uur'uartt by the score ot 
7 to 2. 

With a howl of delight the victors tossed 
their sticks high In the air and tho excited 
hlieetators rose to their feet aud cheered 
with an enthusiasm which plainly saowed 
that lacrosse has come to stay. 

It was the first game p'.aycd In this elty 
In ten years, and considering the simrt lluie 
whleh the piiiyera have practiced Ilie shew- 
ing was siilendid and the result hi^'lily 

nattering to the In talent. While the 

game waa rouijh and uullnlshed at miiI .. 
points, wltb fr. iiueiit Imiliiig and a huk 
ot opeu play, It illd not lag for one second 
from beginning to cml and more tbiin tided 
cipectatlons. il was a strage culncldeme 
that the two captalu.s, Alf McKenzle of 

the Los Angeles team, and E. H. <Jaister 
of Santa Barbara, played lacross<. together 
In this city ten years ago, and to the ef- 
forts of these enthusiasts Is due the sue- 
ceSBtul revival of the game. 

Probably three-fourths of the icople there 
had never seen the L'aiiadlau game belore, 
I'lid it was with great curiosity that they 
watched the hrsl Une-up. The park was 
very ijulet as the men took their places, for 
no one knew just what to say. For once 
the BTiiall boy held his peace, and waited, 
wlde-ej-eil and open-moutlied. Down the 
middle of the Held there were twenty-two 
men facing ciieli other, eleven on a side, 
one line In red and white and tho other In 
black and white, the two lines being about 
llfteea feel apart. At either end there 
was a goal looking like half of a cornu- 
copia with a sijuare opening and In front 
of these a man stood determined that the 
bounding sphere should never get Insldo. 
The opening of the goal was six feet high 
nnd four feet wide. In the centre of the 
Meld two men got down with one knee on 
the ground aud their sticks ou edge, face 
to face, with the ball la between. 

The umplri! blew his w-hlstle. There Vfas 
a fast sbulTIe and clash of sticks. Then 
Miilileiily one of the men darted to the left 
with his etick, held at arm's length In front 
of blm and tossed the ball far down to- 
^^'ard tho [.OS An'geles goal. Four sticks 
were shot Into the air to cateh it and a 
furious scrimmage ensued. The 'ball was 
now under the feet of the men, rolled 
back and forth nnd tossed alMiut In front 
of the goal until tlniilly, McAtecr got It In 
Ills net and shot It home between the h'gs 
of the goal-keeper. The first score w.ia 
made one and a half minutes after the 
whistle blew-. 

It took but n few seconds for the teams 
to llii(. np iigiiln and for the centres to get 
positions for tlie draw, as the first seuITle 
Is called. The play became faster as the 
men wnrmed up to the work and the ball 
went up nnd down the field. There wore 
many spectacular runs, long throws nnd 
clever jiasses, and seven minutes had 
elaiised before Santa Barbara made goal 
In this round Tremaln, centre for Los Aa- 
■grl(^ was laid out by being struck In the 
side just above the hip. Fanning aud tub- 
bing revived blm nnd he continued the 
fame. 

In the next round the players became 
badly biimlied, snUlclent time not being 
liikeii to pa.ss the ball.

TO I'UUTECT THE FUU SKAD. 

Our friends across the liinnidary line— 
or at least some of them— seem to have 
taken a dill'erent view of the best meth- 
od for iireveiitilig the extinction of the 
Heal lierd in the North I'acilic ocean 
from what they held a few years ul-o. 
Certainly they are taking a nii>re rea- 
sonable view of the subject and we do 
not hear nniidi nowadays of the i-pite- 
Xul snggcstinTns of l'r<dCss,,r .loivhin, 
whereby the seals should lie coiniilotely 
di'slroyed lather than that liritish Co- 
in luliia lislieriiieii s-hoilld find pelagic 
sealing an oci'iipation affordhig s<une 
prodit. 

iMr. Uo'liinsoii. one of the members for 
Indiana in the Iloune of represeiiliU ives 
at AN'ashiii^'ton, has introduced a resolii- 
tiiui direi'ting tJie PrcRideiit to siisiie: -I 
indefinitely tho killing fur seals on 
tbe Pribiloff islands. Oiviosed sodiien- 
Iv as sineh a iirniinsit ion is to tiie iMilicy 
i!isiste<l on in the Ignited States only a 
few years ago. Mr. Kobinson's resolu 
tion seems to find a good ileal of favor 
t'lrotiffhont the country. It is suggested 
tbat it mljrlit be well iot Congress to 



pass the ros'ilntiorn and let a test lie 
motto: a8,;t(>i,wl)4th'er its adoption seemB 
likely to llirbre offlcacioua ia securing Uie 
prt-servalioii of the seal herd. Tho rev- 
enue thiit the United States Treasary 
derives from the comtiany for the lease 
of the islands and the privilege of kill- 
ing a certnin number of 'seals annually, 
is, of course, a matter of little moment 
to a governau'iit which, until recently, 
was rather emlKirrasse<l by annually re- 
curring .siirpluse.s, tho dhsposal of w'bieh 
caused soaie trouble, 'lyooking at the 
matter from the naturalist's point o£ 
view it would certainly seem Jar jnore 
threatening to seal life mid to tho ul- 
t'mnte extinclinn of the seal lierd, to 
allow the seals to be slaughtered on 
their breeding grounds in their rookeries 
ratlier than on tlie high seas. Yet iu 
the policy adopted in tho past and still 
the only one sanctioned by the United 
States (ioverniiieiU., the fdriiier i,s Ih 
only lawful niethwl and pelagic sealing 
is regarded as eimply poaoliing on au- 
thorized preserves, or, perhaps, some- 
thing worse. ;Mr. Ilobinsoii's resolution 
is a ciiiiiplele reversal of the existlii.;; 
condition and that it phouhl have lieeii 
made and jneet with comparatively little 
opposition, siliows that tlie metliods 
adi-pted iu tlie past on the ground that 
tliey would .jjrotcct seal life have been 
failures. 

It may, however, we thiuk, be taken 
for granted that such a proposal ns that 

eiiibrneed in Mr. l{obinsoa's resolution 
wonlil never have been made or eiiter- 
taineil, had there *ieemed even a remote 
lirospect of other nations agreeing to the 
Thiited States demands and practicnlli 
aliaiidniiiii- the tisliery to its peoide. But 
it has liecn fomid inipot^slble to get sucli 
approval and the exiierience of the past 
few 'yoars Jias proveil that unless every 
country ia the world prohibited pelagic 
sealing, it was futile for tbe Tiiiled 
.•stales C.jveniiiieni to attempt it, I'veii 
if it seeureil the ac-quiesceaee of <;ieal 
Britain. American citizens being pre- 
vented 'hy the law from engaging in 
pi'Iai:ie seaiiiii;. have simply met tho dif- 
lieiiliy hy takiii-' refiii;,' uudir sonu. for- 
eign Hag. This has not been disadvan- 
tageous to British <,'olumbia, altbougli 
bolli in Snn Franci^ico and on I'uget 
Soiuiii there is a feeling of dissatisfac- 
tion at a law which stojis enler,;irise and 
commerce without any i-orrespondini: 
advantage. The adoption of Mr. Kob- 
inson's proposal will re<iuirc no negotia- 
tions hetweeu (Washington and any 
other power. If Congress iuslrnets tlie 
President to act, be can do so Without 
the iicceBelty of asking the opinion ol 
any other country. 

The adoption of Mr. Uobiiison's reso- 
iiilioii would be likely t^i greatly imiivove 
the iirospi-cts for tbe pelagic lishery. The 
seals not being jnolesteil on the rookeries 
would be likely gradually to increase to 
something like their foniier iiiunber. 
Whether ucalskiiis are likely to reach 
a price like those that have pometimes 
been obtained In -previous years, it would 
be liaziirdoHS to say. Some people Hoem 
to think that sealskins will never a-'ain 
be in such demand from the leaders, oi 
fashion in Europe or in Asia and Amer- 
ica. That remains to be seen, but we 
are inclined to thiuk that the wals' 
beautiful fur will alway^ bad willing 
.purchasers at remunerative jirioes, and 
that the change iu the United States 
pidicy on this question will lead to re- 
newed activity in the matter by Cana- 
diiuis. 

Alderman GraJiame proiwscs to limit

The Morujous oi 
rtali are forming a colony in tlie 
Northwest to whom tlie goveriinieiit lias 
given a tract of beautiful eountry, nnd 
unless tbcy ore dealt with by n "strong 
and steady hand tliey are sure to give 
our government Iroulile, in tlieir prin- 
ciples of polygamy, for tliey are llie 
i.Maliomniedaiis of this continent. While 
marriage a divine iii.-l it ut ion tlo're are 
certain civil oldigatioiis which tlie state 
iniisl assume and discliar^e as the duty 
of tlie liusbaiid to suppiu-t his wife. Yet 
it is a violaliiiii of lilielty to make the 
Htiite tiuperior to the church. J{ut Ih'- 
cau.se inairiau'e stands in certain rela- 
tion to the state some consider it only as 
a business engagement, and entirely ig- 
nore its divino nature, and tlierefure 
maintnin it c.tii be laid aside at any 
time and for 11 trivial cause. This idea 
degrades marriage, and has been tlio 
cause of mucli unii|i4)pinc<«>, coniusion 
and misery. Wiieii the state makes 
laws wliicli overrule file princiiiles of 
llt.vealed 'rurtli, its laws an- not Idp.i- 
in,i: on tlie conscience of inoii, nor valid 
in the si>,-lit of Goil. Tliose whom ttie 
law of God declare njan ami wife bo 
state can dissolve the tie, and lay aside 
the relatioIl^'llip, except in accordaiiec 
•witli the -will of God as revealed in the 
'Holy Scriptures. AIucli of tlie unliuppi- 
nesa in home.«i -would be avoided if (lar- 
ties would enter into tlie marriage re- 
lationship -with n due consideration of 
rhe imfiortance and solemnity of tl>e 
step, as an ordinance of God.

Ilo 
was a fancy creation, .bom of the fertilo 
lirain of Sir Oouon Doyle,, the f-'roat 
novelist.

impossible. Sir Couon Doyle is Sherlock 
iloliiK-.-i iind an amazingly clever detec- 
tive he makes — ■in imagination. Our lo- 
cal detective was ii living, breathing re- 
ality, lie dill his work here in the full 
BiBht of all His nietlKids were md ai- 
rways clean and the ends he aimed at 
-were not always creditable luir were 
they conceived in the public interest, 
■lint he was a sliri'wd. calculating, observ- 
ing and lirnve person wlio could read 
a man as others reail ii book and who 
i'enorally turned tlie infornialion lie

Ills light coiuplexiou nud the hiryute ap- 
l>endiLges «ave rise to thu impression that 
iiie Was the son of a Rossioai and au 
Indian ■woman. •Perhajis he waa, but his 
•origin was Shrouded' in dOul)t. It ■was 
A fact that when a youth be was taken 
to St. I'etcrsburg iu one of the Itussian 
tra(ling ships and that ho remained 
• •4li'ere two years. Afterwards lie -wati 
turned loose in Ivondon and contrived to 
KCt back to the Coast in one of the llud- 
■son Bay Company's s-hips. liow he be- 
■cjimo chief of the Ilydahs ,1 never heard. 
dl<; always olaimed to luivo been born 
in Alaska. He could read and write 
iDuglish a little anil his language yas 
a puzzliirg' maze of Unssian, ii,nglish, 
/Chinook aii<l Indian. .With the aid ot 
l>antoniimio gestures and bndcen ilang- 
uago he managed to make 'iiimsolf well 
understood. ile -vvas always well clad 
in iline cloLb and -winter and summer 
.■,,-*vore a long blue military ovt-rcoat. His 
9iead was crowned witli a blue oioth 
. <!a.p •arouu'd which -was wound a heavy 
fcand of gold Iftce. Wheu accosted by 
strangers iiis invariable custom was to 
|K)int to his cap with his foreliuger and 
^exclaim, "3Io big Chief," and tlien stalk 
Jiway with an air of gloomy grandeur 
,-intended to imprei^s the visitors with his 
iniiiiortance. There was much that wa.s 
v.jU)«urd about ■■Captain .lohn's" appear- 
ance bii; taken for all in. all, 'he wa.-i 
iliio liuost specimtn of the Iinliau I over 
J inot. He ruled his subjects arbitrarily 
vind it was death or severe puii.shnient 
to any. member of the tribe -ivlio miifht 
•disobey his orders. The Itudson Bay 
■ollicials knew how to uian.'\ge and con- 
trol the native tribes anil t'hey gave 
Jobii to Ullder.-)t.auil thiit they depended 
upon him to maintain order amongst 
ills clan.smen. It i.s iKissiblu that he -was 
in the Cou'iiiauy's pay; but one thin;; is 
certain, to Captain John the Whites 
who came here during the first rush for 
So\A were indebted for their immunity 
Irom barm.

'King Freezy, mon- 
arch -^^t the Saanieh tribe, in a fit of 
drunken jealoiisy, decapitated on* bf Ids 
wives and «oon afterwards was upset 
while in his canoe and dro^vued. .V 
canoe with three Indians was eajisized 
in the harbor and all were drowneJ. 
U.M. (Junboat Forward, Captain I<as- 
selles, proceeded to Cowiclian to «iuell 
an liidiaii oul'break. The vessel was 
lired n.pon and one of the t<ailors killed. 
A teri'ible punislinient was iullicted upon 
the savages. Tlieir village was bhjwii to 
pieces anil numbers of them killed iiy 
tilie sliip'H guns. A British bark "was 
wrecked near Clayqouot on the West 
coast of the i.slaiul. The ofllcors and 
ereiv got .safely aHliore but were after- 
wards jnnnlered by the Indians who 
wero headed by a drunken chief. 
.Ml along the coast the horrid trallic 
went on unchecked. Sloops, canoes and 
seliooiiers, laden at Victoria, touched at 
all the villages and sold the Indians 
linuor whiidi was digniiied bv the name 
of -Tanglefoot."

Of ftliese 
there is hardly one wlii<'li ■was not desir- 
ed, foreseen, or ever attempted in earlier 
epochs. .lolin Cains and I'apiii, the 
I'Vench physicist, knew tho jxiwer of 
steam and attempted to utilize it; Itabo- 
lais, in his "-L'lle Sounaute" siliows that 
he understood tho storage and recovery 
of sounds. Eastern fairy tales, f.ull as 
they are of exaggerations and impossi- 
bilities, have .given g'limps-os of the jnicro- 
lilione, which enables one to hear the 
slightest noise at a long liistanco; and of 
m.ngnetic jiower, attracting very b(>avy 
substances; whilst several early acieiit- 
i«tH dreamed of, and attempted to rea'lize, 
the wonder tif air navigation, still in 
an ini[ierfect though progressive stage. 

The mind, its the bliiglish poet has 
said, sees the advance facts which do not 
yet exist, and in the grooves traced by 
the present, the future ks already work- 
ing.

the deveUipmeiit of fho principles of 
justice and eiiuality, in arousing i)p,posi- 
tion to the infamous institution of slav- 
ery, piepared the way for its almlition. 

The same fcli'ing applies witli regard 
to peace and the coudenination of war, 
\S'o appeared, iia'lf a century or less 
ago, idle drcamers.^ wihoii we spoke of 
international justice and of arbitration. 
We were not the first to do it. Emeric 
of the t^ross, in the reign of Ijouis Xlll., 
said something very similar to what we 
are, in jilaiiier language, asserting to- 
day. The Abbot of St. ■I'eter. in Louis 
XlV.'s reign and Keneloii, arraigmd war 
and the spirit of conquest as forcefully 
UB the most cloiiuent Jiien of our day 
liavo done.. Kant, at the end of the 
sixteent'h century, ami Beiitliain, about 
the same time, fornmlnted a detailed 
and workable si'lienie of international 
jurisdiction. But the hour had not yet 
come.

Ac- 
cording to Mr. <}. v. Sheo ("The !Rriton's 
First Duty," p. 14'J) the t^tandar.l i>f 
height, -which in 1S7'_*, was 5 feet ij 
inches, was reduced in l.SOT to ."i feet 
:i inches f.ir Infantry of tin- line, ami to 5 
fei't 2 inches for drivers in the artillery. 
The chest measurement which was lid 
inches in 1,SS;{ has now been lowert^l to 
X\ inches, while the stainliird ..f wei-lit 
is nr. pounds (8 st. .'! lbs.) a .leplorably 
low Olio for (pretiiiinabl-, ) healti'.y youths 
of IS. 

Even these low standards caniuvt be 
riu'orously aiihere.l t.i. as iiiany arc an- 
nually enlisteii below the' minimum. Tak- 
ing the percentage of recruits "specially" 
enlisted under the pbeuomcnally low 
itihysical standard that prevails wo find 
that 

In 18M it -was 25.4 
In 1805 it -was 19.0

In 1897 it was 20.0

In 1899 it was 34.S 

in other words more tiian a tliir.l of the 
liH'ii enlisted in 18'.l!> wen' (.tinrcssedly 
unlit for service.

The minimum of chest nwasureineiit 
in tlie militia shows furtlu'r redui-li.iii, 
being 'XL^/i inchiss in all branches of tlie 
militia service, except in the infantry, 
for which the standard is .'{l'/, inches.

There is an opportunity now for the 
new Educational Authorities to train our 
youth, boys and girls in a wider ami 
niore useful ilireclioii than that -which 
they have hilherlo pursued. The frirls 
shonl.i practice their exercises an<I mu- 
sical drills, be taught lioimeliold work 
and (-.Hiking, and learn f'lie elementary 
rules of liy;;ieiie. The hoys sliouiil liav(> 
a delinite jiortion of their time in scliool 
ilevoted to physical exercises, ^L'vmnasiics 
and drill; these ,sli<iuld, if possi,ble. bo 
carried out in the o.i)en air, in the i)lay- 
grouiid or under a covered shed.

NE'S correspondence, if at all ex- 
tensive, is a real mirror of human 
im'ture, ,and -looking thereim ■ bo 
meets with many interesting and 
amusing, and sometimes {>ainful people. 
Eor instance .thero is the anonymous 
letter writer, and iby that ouo means, 
not the pursou wJio does not sign liis 
name, but the person -vn-^Iio r'.'frains from 
signing his name 'becauses he -wishes to 
say unpleasant tbingB. As regard's the 
plea.saut but anonyjuouB letter, and this 
is not at ail uncommon, ono only wishes 
that flic cwrertpondenl "who lias done 
Ilia best to cheer a writing man or a 
clergyman by some eneoiirilging -svords 
had <inly revealed himself, for such let- 
ters have often been to -v\-oary men as n 
brook by tho way, and have deserved 
a grateful reply. 1 shall always remem- 
ber one Jioto that caused tlie euu to 
sliine U'pon me -w^cn the sky had been 
grey, and it -was signed "Twenty-one." 
Twenty-ono will now bo twenty-six I 
caieulate, Imt in tho time 'between I 
do not tliink ebe ffor the writer w-as ii 
young woman) can iiavc done many 
more Iruman and cordial things thnn the 
Avriting of that letter. Yet I shall never 
know -who "Twenty-ono" is, nnd she 
wilt never know that she helped a lame 
dog over a stile. 

.Vnonyinous, however, has nn evil 
s'lUJid and is generally associated AVith 
letters which state your faults in a 
frank, straightforward siuirit, and which 
not iiifnapiently ctMivey the meaning in 
siinpto soldierly language, without any 
faslidioiiH restraint of cliarit.v or dcU- 
'^\■llat such corrcsiioiidents say 
is occasionally true, although' j;eneraliy- 
uiitrui', but it is always written under 
a constraining,' sense of <luty, and it is as 
disimTceablo as the ability of the person 
can make it. Abuse iiiay be eitlier 
stupid or clever, and everybody cannot 
Mcurrify you with skill. Sensitive men 
suiter immensely from this attack at 
long dititauce range, ibecause they can 
not see their foes, a'ud have no chance 
of replying. Ono of tho moat pious and 
devoted cler^'yinen I iiave ever met liad 
a bundle of anonymous letters''^ a 
drawer o.f his -writing table closo at 
iiand, whicJt- he seemed to preserve o:t 
a kind of bair shirt for his very incsm- 
siderablo siiiH, and one could seo that 
the friction chastened his soul. Wliat 
the i)eoii>le wrote to liiiii about strained 
one's curiosity, for Jie was ortliodox to 
tho la.st degree, maintained a puritan 
standard of conduct, and occupied his 
spare timo with imeotings on the con- 
vurnioii of the Jews. But I imagine 
the letter -vvriters -were maidens of a 
certain age -whom lio had disappointed 
by his marriage, for out of all thu crow<i 
that circled round lum be could only 
marry one, and it was rather surprising 
that lio married any; or they were relig- 
ious faihlists from w-ihom he differed 
on some burning question like "the Oilil 
lenninm." .My observation of life goiti to 
pi-ove that tho good man suffers much 
more at the bauds of the anonymous 
brigand than the bad maUj Whicb adds 
another detail to the ancient problem 
why the uiiri^ihteous go free. In this 
case I hazard an explanation. The 
.,go(Ml man has usually no sense of bu 
nior but very tender feelings, and there 
fore when some slightly Jiialigiiant or 
half crazy person writer a Jetter de 
iiouncing his viewt^ or accusing him of 
some absurd offence, ho is much con 
cerne<I. He cannot do ins work, and 
flies signals of distress upoa bis face 
till his Avife reminds bim of their mar- 
riage vows and 'beseeches him to con- 
lide in her, after which a trembling voice 
reads the letter and his wife resi)onds 
with Hoods of teiir.s; "that any man 
(alLhoui:li tihe suspects that it is a cat 
of a woman) should have written to luir 
lames in such a cruel, and unoliriHtinii 
-pirit." The writer, although he cannot 
ilie in that home, lias a shrewd i.Ica that 
thu letter will rankJe like a poi.soiicd 
bullet in a w-otinil, and from bidiind 'liis 
Kopje he enjoys by imagination the 
torture of the wounded man and his 
wife, and has a i[>leasant sense of re- 
venge ifor tiome slight, that nobody 
kii.iws aiiythin.g a'bout exceiit biniself, 
or a difl'erence of opinion on some sub- 
ject noiuher he nor anyw.dy else knowft 
anything a'bout. 

Bad men, however, have usually a 
considerable sense of humor and also 
I>retty tough skins, and a letter of in- 
coherent nbuse from some religious fad- 
dist or half deranged person may be as 
spiteful «8 lie pleases but it is only on 
that account tbc -more amusing, and if 
t'iio skulking enemy has nn idea that his 
letter -will bo treated ae a jest he is 
apt to ibe discouraged. When your 
critic has packed all the nasty adjectives 
he could select into one letter of four 
pa.ues, and il is read aloud at the break- 
fast table for tiie refreshment of (Iho 
hilarious family w.lio oii.L.'lit to hav.' been 
sad.leneil by "the names their aflii.'led 
father had been called, it is hardly 
worth the troulile of seiidin,:: the letter.

'■w<micii" and "ladies." The '•wo- 
men" are said to have gone to tlio 
polls almost to a woman, wbile i 
"ladies" are accused oi n.iving shown 
less enthnsiiism and less interest; and 
as a corollary there wen? fewer "lady" 
voters than there should have been. 

Tho "lady" electors waited, eo anti- 
labor committees say, for veliicles to 
carry them to the jiolls, and wliorcvor 
these failed to put in an ajviearaiiee, 
tliere were a ccrri'sponding falling off 
in llie expected aiili-la'bor vote. On t.ho 
otlier band, these .same, coiiimi t leemen 
aver labor "women" supporters 
went to the polls on foot, ainl voted 
ill big biimdies in every electorate. Itul 
a ver.v iiiueh more , plausible exphiiia- 
tiou of the heavy labor vote is that 
tho whole strength of the Victorian 
ci^^il service and that of the many 
synijiathizers was exerted ogalnst the 
Victorian govornnient in order to pay 
off an old ijrudge. 

In Sydney women electorp wore told 
by siiellbinder.s and the newspapers 
that the tariff was resiionsiblo for their 
increased L-roci'ry, meat, dress, hat, 
and shoe bills, and that they should 
bond ovory effort to break tho power of 
tho miinistepialist labor party. They 
tried liard to do so, as the big majori- 
ties of tho. fj»e.-trade nomiueea indicate. 
) There w?ro four women candidates, 
throe Senatorial and one ior the (House 
of l{epreseiitntive.s. Mdss Vlda Gold- 
stein, who ran for tbe Senato In this 
Stale, polled some 50,000 votea out of 
about IKXJ.OtX). 

Many women declared when MiRs 
Coldslein announced her cundidacv 
that they would not vote for hor, be- 
cause tliey were deposed to women run- 
ning for Parliament; hut it now ap- 
pears that many of theso exercised tlie 
feminine iirerogative of changing their 
minds. The women nominees in New 
South ■\^■ales did Jiot do even so ■well nfi 
i.Miss (ioldsteiu. Miss Nello .\. Martel 
ixdlcd about 1,"(,0(K) votes out of n total 
of about '.MMMKKI. and so did iMrs. Anna 
-Moore-Kentley. Miss Selina .Xiiilerson, 
who ran for the House of Itepn'senta- 
tives in the Dalley district, which is 
made up of several suburbs of Sydney, 



polled ;!,(JOU odd votes out of libuut 17,- 
01.11 cast. 

I'nder the h'ederal IClectioii J. aw any 
iHimiiiee who fails to poll oiK^litlh as 
many votes as the leading noniinee for- 
feits his or her required pre-eleetimi 
ile.posil (,f £-i."> to the l''ederal treasury. 
So the women assuredly did not pro- 
til pecuniarily by their sounding of 
tho temper of ■Australia electors to- 
ward tMssible fFOmcii CSiU?'s. 

Of course, there were many funny in- 
cidents when the women went to tlie 
polls. Hundreds Of motbers and 
in Sydney brought their offsprings to 
tho pollw including, in many cases, 
offsprings iu arms. I'oLicomeii wro 
asked by eoliie of theso motbers to 
hold their infants while they tlieui- 
eelvos disc-barged their duty us citi- 
zens. 

■Women marched lyi to roturiiiug ot- 
•licerH ill some li<joths and en<iuired: 
■"1 want to vote ifor .\lr. Double Dash; 
how will I mark the ]mi>er to do that'.'" 
li is recorded of ono woman that ait 'i 
she had marked her ballot she took it 
to tho returning olUcer and holding it 
up before bis astonished eyes asked: 

"There, is that right, please?" 

The oUieial bad to pause to read her 
a little lecture on the secrecy of the 
Australian ballot. 

Though the diiily papers had careful- 
ly eXcplained by every Jiieaiis known to 
liriiiling how "ballots should bo imirk- 
ed, hundreds of women either forgot 
tho iustruclions of fathers, husbands, 
br<Hhers and otlier male relations and 
those of the |iress, or else tried to ho 
independent ujioii this, their "first day 
of power, and did tho things which 
they should not have done, or left uii- 
dono the things wliieli they slioiild have 
lione. 

But the testimony of the returning 
otlieere is that no more mistakes were 
made by women than by men, and 
that the women exhibited a Bense of 
their responsibility and a knowledge of 
what thoy were about uulooked for uud 
admirable. 

One women of more than ninety 
years in tbis State, and ono of about 
the Ba-mc age in New 'Soutb Wales 
were among tho vtiters. It is said that 
at some iioUing ]ilaces, here and in 
.Sydney, tiie women voters oiituumbered 
the men voters b.v as much as two 
to one, but this is only coiijectural. 
Hut there is no doubt that tho women 
eli'.-.tors showed .'i most commendahie 
zest in this important matter. 
. "My word!" a liuphand i.s rcf-nrted 
a6 having enid to a friend at a 4)olliiig 
Iilaco, "my wifo hustled me through 
breakfast in a brace oX shakes and 
went off to vote at euch o rate you 
could not see hor heels for dust." 

The iKilling jilaces were .so arr.'»nged 
that women voted upon one side of 
the room and men on the other. The 
l''ederiil election law does not forbid 
persons from congregating about ixili- 
ing places, .so it was a common sight 
to see party ■svorkcrs buttonholing vot- 
ers right ot the threshold.
